Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 21-30 and 40, drawn to apparatus. 
Group II, claim(s) 31-39, drawn to method. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: DE 30 00 826 
teaches a dishwasher comprising a washing container (1 1); a wash program; a device 
for applying rinsing liquor (30) to the items to be washed in the washing container; the 
washing container being capable of receiving therein an ozone that has been added to 
the rinsing liquor (read as a gas having an oxidizing effect that has been added to the 
rinsing liquor, last paragraph of P.3 of translation) for a cleaning effect. Since the 
apparatus as claimed is known in the art, there is lack of unity.
